WASHINGTON, D. C. May b.— 
As a simple, practical means of 
helping relieve the acute sugar and 
sirup shortage, the United States 
Department 
of Agrricuture 
recom­ 
mends the increased production of 
sorghum sirup which, it is pointed 
out, requires neither unusual skill 
nor expensive equipment to make. 
Furtherm ore, the methods of grow­ 
ing sorghum are similar to those of 
corn and in that respect involve 
little that is new to many farmers. 
Sirup m anufacture is sc simple that 
it can be carried on with profit by 
individuals utilizing small-sized out­ 
fits of a daiy capacity of IOO gal­ 
lons or less. Where operations on a 
larger scale are feasible, community 
plants having a daily capacity of 
several hundred 
gallons are sug­ 
gested by the department.
